ARTICLE I. This organization shall be known as "The P°litical 


E“onomy C*ub of the U“iversity of Toronto". 


ARTICLE II. The objects of the Club shall be =

(4) Such further objects as the Club shall from time to time 
see fit to undertake for tl furtherance of the interests 
of its members.

(3) That those who at the time of their graduation fromthe Uni- 
versity have been members of tle Club in good standing for the 
second, third and fourth years of their College course shall 
become life members of the Club.

At the 
Close of his term of office, he shall prepare @ official statew rm to 
the Club and shall submit the same to tle Club's aul itors for approval.

ARTICLE VI. MEETINGS. 

The annual meeting of the Club shall be held in the second 
week in March, when the election of officers for the following year 
Shall take place, with the exception of Treasurer am Councillor, who 
Shall be elected at the first regular meeting in the Fall tern. 

Regular meetings of the Club shall be held twice each month 
during the academic year, time and place of mectings to be arranged by 
the Executive Committee. 

The second regular meeting of eacu term Sigil be a social 
meetine taking the form of a banquet, to be addressed by a speaker or 
Speakers secured by the Executive Committee. 

Special meetings of the Club may be called by the Executive, 
Or by the President at the sigrmed request of not less than five members 
in good standing. 

A quorum of regular and special meetings shall pnonsist of twenty

We, the Senior Representatives on the Women's 
student Council of the University of Toronto, beg to lay be- 
fore the President the following recommendation, passed unan- 
imously in Council on January the Twenty-third, Nineteen 
Hundred and Seventeen: 


" That the Women's Student Council petition the 
Board of Governors that a compulsory fee of Two Dollars be 
levied annually upon each woman student of the University: in 
return for which she shall receive " Varsity " throughout her 
course, and " Torontonensis " upon eraduation: the Women's 
Student Council to receive equal rights and responsibilities 
with the Students' Administrative Council in all matters of 
pan-university interest." 


Whereas the constitution of the Women's Student 
Council drawn up in 1916 states that there shall be a compul- 
sory fee levied subject to the approval of the Board of Govern- 
ors ( which clause was amended by University College to in- 
Glude the words " each College to be consulted as to amoun
